Will Reach Washington Thursday, 


But Will Not Be Given Ont Till 


Monday. 
Many Rumors.

Key West, Mar. 22.—The na\al board oE 


inquiry into the causes of the Maine dis- 
aster has at last finished its work and sub- 
mitted its report to Eear Admiral Sicard. 
The report was brought ashore from the 
Iowa by Judge Advocate Marix of the 
board. 
Ib was not known definitely at 


first that it was the report, but late in the 
evening Admiral Sicard admitted that the 
court of inquiry had made its final state- 
ment. 


Admiral Sicard pointed out some altera- 


tions which he deemed necessary and the 
report will probably be taken to Wash- 
ington today by Judge Marix. The de- 
cision reached i, still a matter of surmise. 
Admiral Sicard said last night that the 
case of the Maine is the most peculiar 
which ever occurred in the history of the 
world. 


From the general tone of his remarks 


it might be .inferred that the court find_ 
ings do not definitely solve the mystery o 
the explosion. The court will remain in 
existence at the call of Admiral Sicard 
for some time. 


There is a feeling of intense relief now 


that the report is decided upon. There is 
ittle doubt that it will be taken on the 
afternoon boat for Tampa today, theac e 
by rail to Washington- It should be in 
the president's hands Thursday. 
Will Not be Annouuced Till IHondny 


Washington, Marou 22.—After cabinet 


meeting today the following statement 
was given out: "It was understood a^ 
cabinet meeting today that the report of 
the board of inquiry would be here 
Thursday or Friday; that it is a very volu- 
minous document; that probably it will 
not be given to the press and to congress 
before Monday; that the ^resident will 
require that much time for its proper 
consideration." 


FEVERISHLY EAGER/ .. 


(Suspense In Washington Over the Con- 


clusions of the Inquirers. 


Washington, March 22.—Everybody is 


feverishly eager to learn the conclusions 
concerning- what has so long- been a sub- 
ject of speculation, and-pending- the re- 
sults "waiting" without fully daring 
to express a positive opinion or even to 
hold one. The suspense is wearying in 
the extreme. No other topic than our 
strained relations with Spain receives 
any attention or any honest discussion; 
debates in congress upon questions 
•which, would ordinarily be regarded as 
highly Important now fall flat, unless 
perchance, they bear in some way even 
remotely upon the vexed problem which 
overshadows everything else. In the 
same manner all the Cuban discussion 
centers around the one point that this is 
a time to await developments, that it 
cannot now be known whether the fu- 
ture is war or peace, or whether diplom- 
acy will be able to find the way out. 


The president, as soon as he has di- 


(gested the report, which is expected 
Thursday, at the latest, will communi- 
cate a copy of it which he has ordered 
for the purpose to Mr. Woodford, to- 
gether with instructions to brinff it to 
the immediate attention of the Spanish, 
government, and to ask for explanation 
or reparation and for a reply within a 
limited period. 


After he has mailed this communica- 


tion, the substance of which will also 
be cabled to Mr. Woodford, he will com- 
municate the report to both houses of 
congress, accompanied by a message 
.stating what he has instructed Mr. 
Woodford to say to the Spanish govern- 
ment, and the fact that he is awaiting 
the reply of that government. He does 
not desire any action by congress, but, 
on the contrary, desires and expects, 
under the assurances ha received yes- 
terday from Speaker Reed and other 
leaders who have direct charge of mat- 
ters relating to our foreign affairs, to 
have the report and message referred to 
the committee on foreign affairs in the 
house and the committee on foreign re- 
lations in the senate. The majority of 
both *houses are expected to gratify the 
administration in this respect, andi also 
to allow the report and message to re- 
main in committee until the president 
receives Spain's reply, which he will un- 
doubtedly communicate to congress, and 
if that is satisfactory, as he hopes it will 
be, the Maine incident w*ll end right 
there. 


To Kecognlze'Cuba, 
j 


Washington, March 22.—Bepresenta- 


tive King of Utah has introduced the 
following joint resolution recognizing 
the independence of Cuba: "Resolved 
by the senate and house of representa- 
tives, that the republic of Cuba having 
established and maintained an Inde- 
pendent government capable of per- 
forming those <luUes, foreign and do- 
mestic which appertain to independent 
governments, and it appearing that 
there is no longer any reasonable pros- 
pect of the successful prosecution of the 
war by Spain against said state, it is 
expedient and proper and In conformity 
with the laws of nations and the prac 
tice of this government in like cases 
that the independent political existence 
of said state be asknowledged by the 
government of the United States." 


Senator Thurston on Intervention. 
Omaha, March 22.—"If the time for the 


Intervention of the United States In the 
affairs of Cuba is not here now It never 
will come," said Senator Thurston yes- 
terday. "1 wired Senator Allen to an- 
nounce that I would speak on the Cu- 
ban question In the senate next Thurs- 
day." 
The senator declared that the only 


•oluUon of the trouble was Intervention, 
unless the people of the United States 
w"ere wiuins to see the work of starva- 
tion, already so far advance J, com- 
rlcted.

Emlicott Chief of Docks. 


Washington, March 22.—The president 


has appointed CMt Engineer Mordecai 
T. Endlcott to be chief of the bureau of 
yards and docks, navy department, to 
succr-a Rear Admiral E. O. Matthews, 
W ,^a term expired last Tuesday. 


REAR ADMIRAL-MATTHEWS. 


In view of the probability of the early 


construction of four or five drydocks, 
this bureau becomes one of the most 
important in the navy department. Mr. 
Endicott, as bureau chief, will also be a 
member of the general board, which de- 
termines questions of general policy re- 
lating to the navy- The appointment of 
a civil engineer to this position is an 
innovation in naval service. 


House Passed Belief Act, 


Washington, March 22.—The house 


unanimously passed the act for the relief 
of the survivors and victims of the 
Maine disaster. It reimburses the sur- 
viving officers and men for the losses 
they sustained to an amount not^to ex- 
ceed a year's sea pay, and directs the 
payment of a sum equal to a year's pay 
to the legal heirs of those who perished. 


There was quite a spirited debate over 


an amendment suggested by Mr. Can- 
non to give the survivors each a year's 
pay out of hand instead of attempting 
to reimburse them for actual losses. 
Old scandals in connection with the re- 
imbursement of the survivors of the 
Samoan disaster were raked up, but the 
debate in the end was saved from a 
rather sordid tone by a beautiful tribute 
paid to the gallant dead by Mr. Cousins 
of Iowa, in a short but eloquent speech. 
He aroused the galleries to spontaneous 
applause when he said that while the 
vultures might be watching over the 
dark waters of Havana harbor for the 
belated dead, above all the eagle's pierc- 
ing eye was watching for the truth. 


No Desire to legislate. 


Washington, March 22.—The short ses- 


sion of the senate yesterday was quite 
unusual for the first working day of the 


, week. That no one was prepared to go 
* on with any pending measure was given 
as the explanation, but privately the 
opinion was stated by some of the sena- 
tors that while the Cuban question re- 
mained in suoh suspense there was no 
desire to take up important legislation. 


The outlook as to Cuba was discussed 


among senators almost to the exclusion 
of other topics, and the belief was quite 
decided that the administration was 
preparing to take a positive position 
within the next week. Several senators 
made the prediction that the United 
States would intervene. Being pressed 
for a reason, they stated they had 
reached thsir conclusion after more or 
less conforencp with executive officers, 
at the E^ina time saying quite emphati- 
cally that they had not positive infor- 
mation on this point. Other senators 
thought the recognition of Cuban inde- 
pendence more probable than interven- 
tion. Almost all expressed the view 
that some action surely would follow the 
report o£ the Maine court of inquiry re- 
gardless of its purport. 


Djing T>y the Thousands. 


New York, March 22.—"Nothing that 


has been published, nothing that could 
be published could tell the story as ifc 
really is," said DP. Chado, who has just 
returned from Cuba, where he served in 
the insurgent army. 


"I know of my own knowledge that In 


many sections of Cuba they are digging 
up the earth for the worms that they 
may find. It is not every ojne who is 
able to dig. 
Most of them are so weak 


that they are unable to move. 
Those 


who can, however, look for the worms, 
as it is the only food that they are able 
to obtain. They are dying by the thous- 
ands—not1 the men who are doing, or 
hope to do the fighting- that eventually 
must end In triumph, put the poor wom- 
en, the children and the reconcentrados. 
Whole sections have been blotted out, 
and ruin is everywhere visible." 


Spnin Is Exhatmled. 


Brussels, March 22.—A dispatch from 


Madrid describes an Interview with Mr. 
Margaii, at one time president of tha 
Spanish federal republic and chief of the 
ministry, In which he is represented as 
declaring that Cuba is practically lost 
to Spain.

This has a 
farther significance, inasmuch as, if th6 
court of Inquiry on the loss'of the Maine 
had found it to be due to an internal ex- 
plosion, Sigsbee would have been re- 
lieved of ^11 command and ordered under 
arrest for trial by court-martial. 


Big: Job Ahead. 


"Washington, March 22.—A trouble- 


some question has arisen in connection 
with the proposed system of fortifica- 
tions at Tortugas. The engines* offi- 
cers who have been investigating the 
matter estimate that it will cost about 
$1,000,000 and take nearly two years to 
put the island in e proper state of de- 
fense from sea attack. Secretary Alger 
and his assistant hesitate to embark on 
an undertaking of that extent unless 
the navy department considers the work 
absolutely necessary. Assistant Secre- 
tary Roosevelt, representing Secretary 
Long, was not prepared to assume the 
responsibility without further consulta- 
tion with the naval officers specially in- 
terested in the establishment of the coal- 
Ing station, and definite action was post- 
poned in order to give him an opportun- 
ity further to investigate the matter. 


American Generosity. 


New York, March 22.—The committee 


on Cuban relief has decided to charter a 
vessel to take 2000 tons of cornmeal and 
200 tons of bacon to Cuba within 10 days 
from Saturday last. The supplies have 
be«n purchased -at a cost of $50,000, and 
will be delivered In this city during the 
week. The committee has had a most 
gratifying response to its 10,000 circulars 
distributed in New York and New Jer- 
sey, and it is thought probable that a 
second steamer will have to be chartered 
within four weeks. 


The receipts daily are now so large 


that the committee has opened a ware- 
house, where the goods are carefully 
examined, repacked and arranged in 
shipments, and then forwarded to the 
various American consuls. Notification 
has reached the'committee that a car- 
load of corn is en route from North 
English, la.; a carload of provisions 
from Rome, Ind.; 5000 pounds of beans, 
163,125 grains of quinine, 2000 pounds of 
codfish, 960 pounds of condensed milk 
and other supplies from Portland, Me., 
and numerous consignments from other 
places. 


The Rev. J. V. Corta writes from 


Tampa, Fla., asking for aid for the 
16,000 refugees there, 3000 of whom have 
no means of making a living. Stephen 
E. Barton, president of the committee, 
has made arrangements with the Clyde 
line to send contributions to Jackson- 
ville and f~orn there to Tampa by the 
Southern Express company. Both cor- 
porations agreeing to make the trans- 
portation free of charge. 


BOSfOff ' 


Concord, N. H., March J2.—Senator 


W. E. Chandler, in an editorial on the 
Cubans in his paper, The Monitor, says: 
"Kellef will go with the approval of 
Spain if she consents, or will be carried 
by American sailors and soldiers with- 
out that approval If she-does not con- 
sent. To longer tolerate the existing 
cruelties will dishonor the American 
nation, and the end of starvation and 
torture is near at hand. Every humane 
person In this whole land should sustain 
and bless the president in his coming 
proclamation, which is to cause the name 
of William McKinley to be held in sacred 
reverence by the Cuban generations us 
long as will be revered the name of 
Abraham Lincoln by the-colored race in 
America." 


The Post Says There I* No Jingoism In 


the Pulpit. 


Boston, March 22.— "The question is 


asked very pointedly from the pulpits of 
this, country," The Post says, "how we 
can criticise the 'concept of powers' in 
Europe for permitting the atrocities in 
Armenia while we look on, without lift- 
ing a finger, upon the atrocities in Cuba. 
The massacre of thousands in the dis- 
tant recesses of the ottoman empire calls 
'"ss Isudly upon our humanity than the 
murder by starvation of hundreds of 
thousands of Cuban women and children 
Within a few hours' sail of our shores. 
This Is the humanitarian view. It is 
the Christian view of the situation. Is 
the pulpit of the United States giveii ovei 
to 'jingoism?' Far from it. The voice 
of the American pulpit is today most 
surely the voice of the American people. 
It is in union with the voice of the truly 
American press." 


"A daj^or two more of patient wait- 


ing," The Journal says, "and the report 
of the naval court of inquiry is likely to 
pass into the possession of the president 
in Washington. This to all appearances 
Is the real truth which is to be gathered 
from the contradictory rumors , and the 
people must not be too eager to have 
President McKinley disclose the infor- 
mation. He is entitled to sufficient time 
to consider at his leisure th'e evidence on 
which the verdict of the court Is based. 
He can be trusted to give the report to 
the country just as soon as he has had a 
fair opportunity to peruae its contents." 


The Advertiser remarks "The Cuban 


insurgents should conduct their cam- 
paign as far as possible according to 
the methods of ci^iii-zed warfare; and 
these customs require that an offer of 
peace be at least accorded a fair hear- 
ing before it is finally rejected.

Cuban leaders admit that they have a 
high regard for public opinion in the 
United States; and they would justify 
the confidence of the American friends 
of the movement for Cuban indepen- 
dence by accepting the Spanish 
re- 


quest for a hearing. It must not be in- 
ferred, however, that the acceptance of 
the request for a hearing in any way 
implies or entails an acceptance of the 
Spanish conditions. 
That is a matter 


to be decided upon by the Cubans alone, 
Theirs is the responsibility for the out- 
come of their campaign, whatever It 
may be." 


The Globe maintains that "It Is use- 


less to scare the American people out 
of their propriety by bugaboos.

tory newspapers which are so busily 
sngaged in inventing impossible theories 
of peril here and there from bombard- 
ment by Spanish fleets, and of forcible 
intervention by great European powers 
to prevent the United States freeing 
Cuba, will have their foolish labor for 
their pains.

THE CRISIS AND THE COUNTRY, 


The efisisof the war fever is rapidly 


approaching. Within a few days, appar- 
ently, we shall have passed the turning 
point for better or for worse. The moat 
reliable of all the many conflicting dis- 
patches as to the actions of the naval 
board of inquiry into the causes of the 
Maine disaster indicate that the report 
will come within a few days. Judge Ad- 
vocate Marix of the court came ashore 
last night from the battleship IOWP, 
where the court has held its sessions, with 
what an officer of the ship said to be the 
report. The president has promised con- 
gress, and through it the public, that the 
lull text of the report with its findings 
will be presented at once. Then for the 
first time since the night of February 15, 
when the Maine was either blown up 
from outside or exploded within, we shall 
knSw what to ezpect- 


It is generally thought that the report 


will show the explosion to have been from 
without. The president is believed to 
expect it and to be preparing for it. He 
will act firmly, with the fixed purpose of 
demanding disavowal of intent, 
in- 


demnity, and reparation. Carelessness of 
the officials is the least that can be urged 
for Spain, if the explosion was not in the 
•hip. 
The Spanish 
government 
at 


Havana was bonnd by international law 
to afford reasonable protection to the 
ship of a friendly nation while that ship 
waa within Spanish waters, with, the 
knowledge and full consent of that gov- 
ernment. 
The Spanish government at 


Havana had means of knowing whether 
the part of the harbor which its officers 
directed that the Maine should occupy 
•ma free from hidden peril, or was the 
lurking place of a gigantic and terrible 
mine of explosives. Even carelessnes3 
would make Spain responsible. 


For days there has been quiet, the quiet 


of preparation without display.

country is in better condition to demand 
Justice than it was a month ago, and it is 
In a better mood to demand it justly, if 
demand is necessary. If the report con- 
taina the decisive statement that the 
president expects, we shall remember 
that war Is a last resort better than we 
should have before. But we are pre- 
pared to face the crisis. 


1TAMING THK WARSHIPS. 


One of the important diplomatic ques- 


tions of the war so far has been met and 
answered aafely by Secretary Long. He 
has named the two new cruisers pur- 
chased from Brazil after the cities of New 
Orleans and Albany. -Many other cities 
sought the honor, the most active being 
Buffalo and Providence, and these two 
cities may now turn their influence is 
favor of adding more cruisers to the navy, 
in order that they may be given another 
chance to present their claims.

bearing names of cities, only one vessel of 
that class, the Olympla, departing from 
the rale.

TROOPS WOULD MOTE QUICKLY. 


AH the Available Men Are Beady For 


Immediate Action—Only a Small Army 
Jleqnired For Cuba—Story of a Maine 
Sarvivor. 
I 


WASHINGTON, March 33.—[Special ]— 


"In tho event of war between Spain and 
thu United States," said an official of the , 
\var department, ''it will not be necessary , 
for this government to ssnd a large nuin- j 
her of troops inro Cuba. In my opinion, 
•vvc should need only 5,000 men, or jusS 
enough to preserve order after our navy , 
had taken possession of the chief seaport j 
towns. It must bo remembered that Cuba 
is now largely dependent upon the United 
States for tha food upon which her people, 
live. They import American beef and oth- 
er supplies at Havana, as vory little comes 
in from the country districts. Let our 
fleets once blockade the port of Havana, 
preventing the further importations of 
supplies, and we should have the island in 
our possession quickly enough. 
There 


•would be more or less disorder in the 
town, and it might be necessary to land a 
few thousand troops to repress violence. 
But 5,000, coupled with the guns of OUT 
warships, would do the business. 
"It has been said that if we are com- 


pelled to take forcible possession of Cuba 
in the summer or hot season tha mortality 
would be frightful among onr troops. But 
I do not think this is BO. Do not forget 
that our American soldiers are better dis- 
ciplined men thap the raw recruits of 
young boys which Spain has been pouring 
into Cuba. It would not be necessary-for 
ns to send to the island any but troops of 
our regalar army, men vrbo know how to 
take care of themselves, who know what 
camp hygiene and sanitation are, who 
ha\e sense enough not to gorge themselves 
with green fruit in a strange country to 
which they were xmacclimated. Besides, 
we have a splendid hospital and medical 
corps. Some losses from yellow fever and 
other fever there surely would be, but I do 
not believe they would be as heavy as the 
losses of the Spanish troops have been 
during tbe last three years. Tbe climate 
of Cuba is not unhealthful. It is only in 
tho largfe cities like Havana and Santiago 
and Cienfuegos that epidemics rage. And 
what wonder that they rage there? Tho 
sanitary arrangements ore about as bad as 
they can be. Back in the country, espe- 
cially in the hills, tbe climate is salubrious 
and healthful. 


Quick Action. 


"I don't suppose it is generally known, 


but tho war dopartment has made ar- 
rangements by which all our available 
troops of the regular army whose stations 
are on railway lines can be put upon the 
cars within six hours after the order is 
given. This means that from tho Atlantic 
to tho Pacific, wherever there is an army 
post upon a railway, the organization has 
been perfected so that within sii hours 
trains would start from all points, carry- 
ing men, horses, camp equipage, artillery, 
ammunition wagons, hospital and medi- 
cal corps—everything belonging to the 
service. 


"I understand," concluded this official, 


'cthat the some organization exists in the 
militia of tbe various states. Under in- 
structions from the department they have 
perfected arrangements for loading every- 
thing upon the cars within a-very few 
hours. If the order to move comes, there 
will ba a magnificent spectacle. It will 
be that of a hundred railway trains start- 
ing all about the same time and rolling as 
fast as steam will cnrry them toward tho 
seaboard. A few hours later a hundred 
more trains will start on the same jour- 
ney. 
And if it should be necessary we can 


keep up this hundred trains a day move- 
ment for B, month. At the outset, how- 
ever, and through all the war, in my opin- 
ion, none but trained troops would bo 
need. I do not believe we should ever 
need more than 40,000 men in the field for 
occupation of Cuba, coast defense, etc. 
Fifteen thousand of these would be drawn 
from our regular army posts and the re- 
mainder from the state militia troops."

ho could not seo why so many people wer« 
afraid of a war with Spain. "Why," said 
ho, "they talk aa if it were going to be al- 
most as terrible a thing as the war be- 
tween tho states. The truth is that if one 
did not read the newspapers in no part oi 
the United States would the average citi- / 
zen discover tnat" there was such a thing) 
aa war in progress.

in the seaport cities about tho sudden de- 
scent of a Spanish fleet upon the place, ol 
course, but that would bo about as neat 
thu actuality of war as nr.r people would 
get.

feet from tha ground. 


Injured—Pat Galllgan went down with 


the third floor when it collapsed, and 
was rescued by firemen badly burned; 
John T. Carter, badly burned and cut 
by glass; J. J. Conroy, burned on the 
hands and fractured bones; Barney 
Reynolds fractured 
his right leg by 


dropping 2* feet; Michael Judge, right 
arm broken; John Irwin^bruised about 
the neck and face, and cut, by glass- 


There were 250 men an.d.*romen in the 


building when the fire broke out. Of | 
these it is believed about 200 escaped 
without injury. 
The fire started in the 


bakery house in the center of the build- 
ing and had a, good start before it wais 
discovered. 
The biaza was first seen 


by three men, who summoned the watch- 
man and rushed to the upper portion of 
the building, shouting that the house 
•was on fire. By this time the fire had 
broken through tha first floor and smoke 
filled the hallways. 
John Dooley and 


his companions began kicking in the 
doors of the rooms. The men awakened 
the women first. 


In the meantime an alarm had been 


turned in and the department responded 
promptly. 
"When the firemen arrived 


men in their underclothing and others 
half dressed were clambering down the 
fire escapes in the rear. 
The servant 


girls and others were at windows on the 
front of the building frantically calling 
for help. 
They were cut off from the 


rear of the building by the dense smoke. 
The ladders were run up, but not before 
many of the frightened people had 
jumped. 
AH the female help were got- 


I ten out by the firemen. On the side of 


the building many had made ropes of 
their bedclothing and sought to escape 
in that way. 
Some of them succeeded, 


but in other cases the ropes broke and tha 
men dropped many feet to the ground. 
As fast as the inmates were rescued or 
jumped, those injured were placed in 
vehicles and carried to the hospitals. 
Those injured slightly or uninjured be- 
took themselves to the houses of neigh- 
bors and friends in order to secure cloth- 
ing. 
No one saved anything but what

Nine Bright Women Aid Uncle Sam In 


Giiarding New York Against 


Female Smugglers.

New York, March 10. — When a big 


steamship from some foreign port an- 
chors at quarantine for the health offi- 
cer's visit, the would be smuggler, man 
or woman, must certainly experience a 
thrill of nervousness at the idea that 
the crisis of the voyage is at hand. 


If it be the amateur, with some small 


article stowed away in his trunk or se- 
creted on his person, he probably will 
feel more fearsome qualms than the ex- 
perienced smuggler, the l:ning of whose 
garments may be padded with fine lace 
or unset gems or who perhaps has dis- 
tributed his goods among the baggage 
of immigrants in the steerage hired for 
the purpose of bringing over contraband 
goods. 


Many people have claimed that there 


is a certain unique pleasure in amateur 
smuggling: that the idea of eluding the 
law's vigilance imparts an extra flavor 
to cigars and liquors, and that satins 
and laces on which no duty has been 
paid take on an added luster in the 
wearer's eyes. Women have always 
been fond of smuggling, but it is only 
within comparatively recent years that 
they have made it a profession, acting 
in collusion with men who get thou- 
sands of dollars' worth of goods into 
the country each year free of the cus- 
tom house charge. 


Uncle Sam keeps a watchful eye on 


this department, however, and it was 
not until women began to smuggle as a 
trade that he found his duties more ex- 
acting than ever before. The style of 
the dress of women allowed fuller scope 
for the secretion of goods, and the ob- 
stacles in the way of accusing and 
searching 
women passengers 
were 


many. 


It was then that Uncle Sam engaged 


the services of women detectives, or 
inspectresses, for the purpose of ob- 
serving women passengers as they left 
the ateamers and examining those who 
might be suspected of smuggling. 


Twenty years ago women were not 


feared as smugglers as they are today. 
While there were precautions taken and 
examinations made when suspicion jus- 
tified it the profession of women inspect- 
ors was as yet in its infancy. Within 
the last 15 years there have been so 
many attempts on the part of women 


over 25 years of age, although there is 
no restriction against younger women. 
They must pass the civil service exami- 
nation with success to be eligible for 
the post of woman inspector and are 
paid at the rate of $3 a day, working 
seven days every week. The work, 
while requiring keenness of perception 
and intelligence, is comparatively light, 
the day's duties being completed, ex- 
cept in rare instances, before the after- 
noon of each day. 


Through the courtesy of Surveyor 


Croft of the custom house I was ena- 
bled to learn the names of the women 
at present acting as customs inspectors. 
They are Eliza Ellis, Mary McQueeny, 
Marie L. Stuart, Annie A. Walsh, Mary 
W. Clark, Ella M. Cle'ary, Christine K. 
Allen, Gennie Ferris "and Mary Dar- 
ragh. 


All of these women, with a few excep- 


tions, have held their positions for sev- 
eral years, Marie Stuart, one of the 
most recently appointed, going on the 
list in September, 1895. Eliza Ellis has 
been inspectress since June, 1887; Chris- 
tine Allen, since August, 1SS7; Gennie 
Ferris, August, 18S7, and Mrs. Mary 
Clark, July, 1887. Mary McQueeny has 
been in the employ of the government 
since 
December, 
1886, 
and 
Annie 


Walsh's and Mary Darragh's appoint- 
ments are dated respectively June, 1886, 
and June, 1887. 


It is not every day, of course, that 


women suspected of smuggling arrive 
on the ships from abroad. In fact, it is 
the exception when such cases occur. 
In other instances two -.vomen are de- 
tailed to watch the immigrants who are 
brought in a tug to the custom house 
dock. As they pass down the gang- 
plank their bearing and appearance are 
noted, and any suspicious rotundity of 
person results in an examination. 


As a rule, the immigrant woman Is 


lightly clad, and an examination is eas- 
ily and quickly concluded. In cases 
where the evidence justifies a case of 
smuggling 
the woman suspected is 


obliged to disrobe. There is no dis- 
courtesy of treatment, and this last 
emergency is only resorted to in cases 
where there is actual evidence of at- 
tempted smuggling. 


A woman inspectress also observes 


spectresses it Is oaly right to say that 
innocent people havo never been sub- 
jected to this search. Indisputably evi- 
dence is generally secured before this 
is resorted to. 


One 01 the women, who has been for 


many years in the employ of the cus- 
tom house in New York, told me that 
the means resorted to by women smug- 
glers in their efforts to get goods into 
the country free of duty were so in- 
genious that they compelled admiration. 


"The woman smuggler," she said, "Is 


the nerviest type of criminal. As a 
rule, she is working Jn collusion with 
some man, although there have been 
instances vhcre dressmakers have at- 
tempted to smuggle in laces and things 
of this sort entirely for their own gain. 
The bustle was ono of the most favorite 
modes of conveying smuggled goods 
ashore, and when the very large bustle 
was used a season or two ago it was 
possible for a woman to get in whole 
pieces of silk and rolls of lace in this 
way. 


"Then linings were utilized to sew 


lace and other fancy articles in, and in 
some cases so secure did the would be 
smuggler feel of herself that she hardly 
made any effort to conceal the flecep. 
tion; at least It would seem so to the 
trained eye of the inspectress, who 
cculd at once detect something wrong 
in the hang of a skirt or the set of a 
jacket. 


"When detected, the woman smuggler 


as a rule resorts to tears and then 
'gives away' her male accomplice, but 
if she be an old offender her manner is 
that of all criminals, cool and defiant. 
These women are invariably richly 
dressed and have plenty of money and 
jewels, so it would seem that they make 
it pay in spits of the precautions that 
are taken. 


"One of the strangest cases we have 


had was that of a German immigrant 
woman whose baby's body was wound 
around with more ihan 50 yards of lace. 
She had been employed by a woman 
smuggler^ in the cabin and hardly un- 
derstood what her offense was when 
she was confronted with the evidence 
of it. This baby, by the way, was the 
youngest smuggler on the records, be- 
ing only 13 months old. It was allowed 
to go with a reprimand. 


"The restrictions that are employed 


at present by the customs officers make 
smuggling a more difficult task tha'n 
ever before. The examinations are no 
longer superficial, and there is a special 
watch kept on board ship during a voy- 
age. No doubt women of respectable 
appearance who are clever enough to 
avoid suspicion will always'be abl'e to 
get in small articles such as lace, fans, 
jewels, etc., for it would not do to ac- 
cuse people wrongfully. But since the 
employment of women as inspectresses 
the woman smuggler has ceased to be 
as daring as of old. 


"There are some important cases of 


attempted smuggling on the part of 
women who are about to start from the 
other side with goods which are to be 
smuggled into this country if possible, 
and in some of these cases a cable will 
call an inspectress to the port from 
which the suspected woman is to sail. 
She is observed closely during the voy.

"When he awoke 


his money was gone. 


The police began 
investigating the 


case. They noticed that Connors, who 
was released from the Concord reforraa" 
tory February 14, was spending money 
quite freely, and he was at once suspected. 
Officers Scully and Houran and Peter 
Cnmm started to find him. When Con- 
nors saw them coming oa Main street he 
started to run through Furnace street. 
Mr. Cumm was nearest the man, and a 
great foot race resulted. Officer Scully 
from the rear called to Connors to stop or 
he would shoot. 


The command was not obeyed, and the 


officer fired into the air. Connors and 
Cumm each thought himself in dangen 
and pursuer and pursued dropped to the 
ground simultaneously. They soon saw 
their mistake, and were on their feet 
again in quick order. But their delay 
had given the officers time to o itch upj 
and after a short race up the hill Connors 
was captured.
